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The platypus has been adopted by the Australian Federal Police 
as a symbol representing the diverse requirements placed on 
members in the execution of their duties. 

This unique and tenacious Australian animal is a survivor against 
increasing pressure from today's environment. It leaves no stone 
unturned in its daily pursuits and has equipped itself with a range 
of features to adapt to changes over many years. 

It is capable of passing unnoticed if required, yet it demonstrates 
an unfailing dedication to explore all possibilities in an effort to 
maintain its special place in Australia's environment. 

Although generally a peaceful animal, the platypus is able to defend 
itself, if necessary, with a venomous spur. This is done, at times, 
against larger and more powerful opponents - a quality admired 
and respected by members of the Australian Federal Police. 
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It has been another busy and 
productive year for the AFP, one 
spent reinvigorating our operational 
capabilities and improving the way 
we work with our partner agencies, 
both in Australia and overseas. 

The previous edition of Platypus 
detailed some of the significant 
operational successes achieved by 
the AFP during 201 0. We have 
continued to work with our partner 
agencies to combat criminal 
activity. This includes a joint 
investigation with Customs and 
Border Protection, NSW Police and 
Queensland Police to dismantle 
a cocaine smuggling operation 
on Queensland's south coast. In 
all, 464kg of cocaine was seized, 
the third largest cocaine haul in 
Australian history with a potential 
street value of more than 
$ 1 60 million. 

The AFP has also continued to 
build and consolidate relationships 
with our international partners. I 
recently signed a Memorandum 
of Understanding with the Federal 
Secretary of Pakistan's Ministry of 
Narcotics Control, Tariq Khosa, at 
the AFP's national headquarters 
in Barton. 

While this particular MoU 
focuses on drug crime, enhanced 
transnational cooperation between 
law enforcement agencies is critical 
in identifying and countering all 
matters of associated crime. 


In the following pages you will 
also read about our significant 
contribution toward the 
Commonwealth Games in India. 
Not only were the Games free 
from terrorist incident, the event 
also enabled us to build on our 
growing relationships with the 
Indian Police Service and other 
Indian law enforcement agencies. 
We also worked closely with our 
Commonwealth counterparts from 
Britain, Canada and New Zealand, 
and our members in New Delhi 
hosted several high-profile visits, 
including Prince Edward, the Earl 
of Wessex. 

This year we have hosted a number 
of events which have helped to 
identify and prioritise the issues 
affecting our ability to effectively 
combat criminal activity. These 
include the High Tech Crime 
Conference held in Sydney in 
September and the biennial 
Virtual Global Taskforce conference 
in December. 

The AFP is also gaining 
international recognition for the 
work we do across a number 
of fields. 

The 2009 National Missing 
Persons Week campaign won the 
prestigious Silver Dolphin award at 
Cannes, while closer to home the 
ACT Policing arm of the AFP was 
also recognised for its drink-drive 


radio commercial at the Australian 
Commercial Radio Awards. 

I would personally like to 
congratulate all those involved in 
raising awareness of these issues 
across the community. I would 
also like to mention AFP National 
Managers Kevin Zuccato and Frank 
Predergast, who earlier this year 
were honoured with Australian 
Police Medals at Government 
House in Canberra. 

Finally, the achievements of many 
of our members will be highlighted 
during a new television series set 
to air on Channel Nine early in the 
New Year. The series AFP provides 
an insight into the diverse and 
difficult work this organisation deals 
with on a daily basis. 

I would like to take this opportunity 
to wish you, your families and 
your community a safe, happy and 
prosperous festive season and 
New Year.

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Empower, protect and pursue 


December marks two and a half years since the AFP established the High Tech 
Crime Operations Portfolio. Headed by Assistant Commissioner Neil Gaughan, it 
has since evolved into a professional, highly functioning portfolio responsible for 
some of the AFP's most operationally intense and challenging work. 


In November 2010 an Australian 
man was sentenced in a NSW 
district court in Sydney for child sex 
tourism offences committed against 
teenage boys in Nepal. He was the 
first to be convicted under offences 
introduced under the Crimes 
Legislation Amendment (Sexual 
Offences Against Children) Bill. 

The legislative amendments 
strengthen the AFP's ability 
to investigate and prosecute 
Australians who offend against 
children off-shore, introducing 
new offences for dealing in child 
exploitation material overseas and 
using a postal service for child sex 
related activity. 

Importantly, the Bill recognises the 
growing convergence between 


online crimes against children and 
child sex tourism. 

This case is one of many that 
the High Tech Crime Operations 
(HTCO) portfolio is responsible 
for under its main remit of 
investigating and prosecuting 
online child exploitation and 
protecting Australia's National 
Information Infrastructure and 
Critical Infrastructure. HTCO is 
also responsible for all covert 
surveillance activities, supplying 
valuable information in support of 
AFP operations. 

Assistant Commissioner and 
National Manager of HTCO Neil 
Gaughan has said that the types of 
criminality the area deals with are 
unique and challenge traditional 


forms of law enforcement. High 
Tech Crime Operations are 
characterised by constant change, 
as investigations keep pace with 
emerging technologies and the 
ways criminals are adopting and 
exploiting them. 

In keeping with its innovative 
approach to addressing technology 
crime, HTCO uses a dedicated 
crime prevention team to develop 
and implement crime prevention 
and education strategies to raise 
awareness of online risks and 
lessen the impact on the public, 
businesses and government. 

The 2010 calendar for HTCO has 
been challenging. The portfolio 
participated in inter-governmental 
and international forums, including

the Australian High Tech Crime 
Conference, the Asia Pacific 
Conference on Child Abuse and 
Neglect, Protective Behaviours 
Conference and this month it 
chaired the fourth biennial Virtual 
Global Taskforce Conference. 

Significant resources were also 
involved in the "fTiinkUKnow online 
child safety initiative. National 
Centre Against Bullying Conference, 
National Child Protection Week 
and, for the first time this year. 
National Missing Persons Week. 

Hosted by the AFP and University of 
Technology Sydney, the High Tech 
Crime Conference saw domestic 
and international judicial, legal, 
government, law enforcement, 
academic and private sector 
agencies exchange information 
on ways to build Australia's 
capability and response to complex 
technology crime. 


Speaking at the conference. 
Assistant Commissioner Gaughan 
said collaboration between 
agencies is crucial when 
investigating crimes of a 
technical nature. 

"The breadth of knowledge 
and expertise necessary to be 
effective against high tech crime is 
significant and we must be willing 
to share our time, efforts, resources 
and expertise if we are to succeed 
together," he said. 

During the conference, a panel of 
experts examined the commercial, 
privacy and law enforcement issues 
surrounding digital information and 
the responsibilities and obligations 
of content service providers. 

Another highlight, and the 
centrepiece of the conference, 
saw participants examining a 


contentious cybercrime case study 
during a moot court. 

In December, HCTO was again in 
the spotlight, hosting the biennial 
Virtual Global Taskforce (VGT) 
conference in Sydney. Chaired by 
Assistant Commissioner Gaughan, 
the conference attracted more than 
200 delegates from areas including 
law enforcement, industry, 
academia, the private sector and 
government and non-government 
organisations. 

Among other topics on the agenda, 
delegates looked at digital social 
networking, encryption and 
emerging technologies, as well as 
and the effect long term exposure 
to child abuse material has on law 
enforcement representatives. A 
panel session facilitated by Geoffrey 
Robertson QC was the focus of

the conference. Titled Improving 
International Collaboration in 
Protecting Children Globally, 
panellists addressed a hypothetical 
scenario relating to global online 
protection of children. 

Established in 2003, VGT members 
include the AFP, the United 
Kingdom Child Exploitation and 
Online Protection Centre, the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, the 
Italian Postal and Communication 
Police Service, the United States 
Department of Homeland Security, 
Interpol, the Ministry of Interior for 
the United Arab Emirates and the 
New Zealand Police. The objectives 
of the VGT is to build an effective, 
international partnership of law 
enforcement agencies that helps 
to protect children from online 
child abuse. 


In September, the AFP was a 
major promoter of National Child 
Protection Week. The AFP theme 
for the week. Help Us Help Our 
Children, focused on keeping 
children safe in a rapidly changing 
technological environment. 

HTCO hosted a White Balloon Day 
event at the National Museum of 
Australia. Students from schools 
across Canberra were invited to 
attend the event which included 
the launch of a 'sexting' video by 
Minister for Home Affairs Brendan 
O'Connor. 

Also in September, responsibility 
for the National Missing Persons 
Coordination Centre (NMPCC) 
moved to HTCO's Crime Prevention 
Unit. Throughout 2010, the 
NMPCC coordinated advertising 


campaigns for National Missing 
Persons Week, National Youth 
Week, International Missing 
Children's Day and World Mental 
Health Day. 

In October, Day for Daniel 
celebrated the life of Daniel 
Morcombe, who went missing in 
Queensland in 2003. Through the 
Daniel Morcombe Foundation, the 
day also aims to promote personal 
safety to the young and vulnerable. 

During the past year, the Future 
Technologies Team has worked 
closely with Child Protection 
Operations and in collaboration 
with Microsoft, the Queensland 
Police Service and CrimTrac to 
develop the Australian National 
Victim Image Library (ANVIL). 

The library is based on the Child 
Exploitation Tracking System (CETS) 
application. ANVIL has the primary 
objectives of more effectively and 
efficiently identifying child victims 
and their abusers, and minimising 
investigator exposure to child 
exploitation materials 

The business case for this latest 
weapon against online paedophilia 
received approval from the Senior 
Officers Group in May 2010 and 
was considered by the nation's 
police ministers when it was raised 
at the Ministerial Council for Police 
and Emergency Management - 
Police in July 2010.

High Tech Investigative Support 
has helped develop and support 
the delivery of a focused education 
program for investigators to up-skill 
them in online investigations and 
technology-based criminal activity. 

Teams from the High Tech 
Collection and Capabilities area, 
including Surveillance, Technical 
Operations, Telecommunications 
Interception Division, Technical 
Capability Delivery and Radio 
and Electronic support supported 
operations and developed 
capabilities for the following AFP 
portfolios: HTCO, Counter-Terrorism, 
Intelligence, Serious and Organised 
Crime, International, Protection 


and ACT Policing. Support has 
also been given to state law 
enforcement agencies and other 
Federal Government agencies. 

A significant project beyond 2010 
for HTCO is the finalisation of an 
Enhanced Technical Surveillance 
platform which will combine all 
telecommunications interception 
product and surveillance device 
material providing a suite of 
advanced analytical tools designed 
to assist AFP investigations. 

A six month evaluation of the 
Enhanced Technical Surveillance 
platform system was completed in 
2009 and it is set to be introduced 


into service soon, initially as 
a replacement for the AFP 
Telecommunications Interception 
system. 
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Coming soon: AFP, the series 


After a gruelling filming schedule and hundreds of hours in post-production, a 
new television series about the AFP is about to go to air. 


Very soon, Australian TV viewers 
will get an exclusive insight into 
the operations of the AFP when 
the Nine Network airs a special 
documentary series on 
the organisation. 

AFP the TV series is giving 
members the opportunity to tell 
their stories, accurately informing 
the public about what they do and 
why they do it, while debunking 
many misconceptions 
about policing. 

Two seasons of AFP have now 
been filmed. They give an armchair 
view of the policing activities AFP 
members are involved in, both in 
Australia and overseas, and the 
distinctive nature of the AFP's role 
as a national policing agency. 


One of the most powerful episodes 
in the first series focuses on the 
AFP's role in the aftermath of a 
plane crash in Papua New Guinea. 
The cameras follow members of the 
AFP's Disaster Victim Identification 
team into dense jungle to find the 
bodies of nine Australians who 
were killed when their Twin Otter 
aircraft crashed en route to the 
Kokoda Track. 

This episode illustrates just one 
aspect of the work the AFP does 
on a global scale. The series 
also gives viewers an insight 
into its international operations 
by travelling to AFP posts in the 
Philippines, Indonesia, the Solomon 
Islands, Cambodia and Timor-Leste. 


The diverse storylines include 
operational and non-operational 
scenarios that showcase the 
unique relationships the AFP has 
with its national and international 
law enforcement partners. From 
the pursuit of a people smuggling 
syndicate across Indonesia to the 
work of the Prime Minister's close 
personal protection team, the show

really does provide access to all 
areas of the AFP's business. 

Viewers will also gain an insight 
into the more emotionally difficult 
aspects of policing through 
an episode which follows AFP 
members in the Philippines as 
they investigate online sex 
predators using an international 
network to trade child sex abuse 
images online. 

The ragged edge of frontline 
policing is not excluded, and the 
series uses exclusive 'helmet cam' 
footage to capture the reality of 
what happens during the execution 
of an advanced warrant in which 
a suspect is apprehended. Other 
highlights of the first series include 
an AFP bomb expert handling an 
assignment in the Solomon Islands 
from Canberra, canines and their 
handlers being put through the 
inaugural currency detection dog 
course and the emotional last day 
of one member's deployment to 
Timor-Leste. 

AFP was produced by Zapruder's 
Other Films, a Sydney-based 
television production company 
owned by journalist 
Andrew Denton. 

It is hoped that by series end there 
will be greater public awareness 
of the AFP's international and

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Success in Delhi means 
more than medals 


the Australian team scooped the medals pool during the Commonwealth Games 
in Delhi this year, but our athletes weren't the only winners. Behind the scenes, 
the success of the law enforcement effort not only ensured a safe and secure 
Games, it also created new ways for international agencies to work together 
and tested the mechanisms in place for dealing with major events and incidents. 


Against the background of a well- 
publicised high threat environment 
and blanket media coverage of sub¬ 
standard preparations, the lead-up 
to the XIX Commonwealth Games 
presented some challenges for the 
AFP and other agencies working 
to negotiate a safe environment for 
Australians attending events. 

On the day the first members of 
the AFP contingent arrived in New 
Delhi, two Taiwanese nationals 
were shot outside the historic Jama 
Masjid mosque. The subsequent 
media attention did little to quell 
doubt in the public's mind about 
security concerns. Travel advice 
from the Department of Foreign 
Affairs and Trade (DFAT) also urged 
those going to India to exercise 
extreme caution. 

The collapse of a bridge leading 
to one of the major Games 
venues and concerns about the 
preparedness of the athlete's village 
also meant that many countries 
were making difficult decisions 
about whether to participate in the 
Games in the days immediately 
prior to the Opening Ceremony. 


For security agencies, the 
combination of events realised 
many concerns. However, months 
of preparation and planning 
helped to ensure that issues were 
dealt with effectively at both the 
domestic and international level. 

There were two key centres of 
operation for the AFP, at the 
Australian High Commission in 


Delhi and at the AFP National 
Headquarters Incident Coordination 
Centre (ICC) in Canberra. 

"Both centres worked closely 
together in the weeks leading 
up to the Games and during the 
event itself," said Manager Close 
Protection Greg Harrigan, who was 
in charge of the Delhi operation.

"Of particular significance during 
the Commonwealth Games was 
the decision by the governments 
of Canada, New Zealand, Britain 
and Australia to get the law 
enforcement agencies of each 
country to work together in a way 
that had never been done before." 

This arrangement, known as the 
Quad, was based at the interim 
Chancery of the Australian High 
Commission in New Delhi. 
Approximately 70 staff from the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
New Zealand Police, Metropolitan 
Police Specialist Operations and the 
AFP worked from the same office, 
sharing information, intelligence 
and resources. 

"The Quad was able to coordinate 
and control communications 
and real-time tracking of VIPs, 
athletes, officials and Quad staff," 
Commander Harrigan said. 

"The success of the operation was 
noted by the governments of all 
countries involved, and there are 
now discussions underway about 
how we can adopt the concept 
for use at special and large-scale 
events in the future." 

Over the course of the Games the 
Quad received some high profile 
visitors, including Prince Edward 


the Earl of Wessex, the Canadian 
Sports Minister and Australia's 
Minister for Sport Mark Arbib. 

It was also able to use its combined 
resources to effectively manage 
a range of situations, including 
potential misreporting by 
the media. 

"Having combined resources on the 
ground meant we could respond 
quickly to issues that had the 
potential to have a negative impact 
on the athletes or be misreported 
by the press," Commander 
Harrigan said. 

As an example, members of the 
Quad countries were able to quickly 
quell rumours and provide timely 
and accurate information back to 
Canberra. This helped to prevent 
inaccurate media reporting and 
provided precise and relevant 
accounts to those responsible for 
informing senior members 
of government about any 
potential situations. 

It also helped to solidify and build 
relationships between the Quad 
countries and the Indian authorities. 
For the AFP this reinforced the 
growing rapport between Australian 
and Indian law enforcement.

"One of the key outcomes from the 
Games has been the AFP's ability 
to reinforce valuable relationships 
with our Commonwealth partners, 
including Indian law enforcement 
agencies," Commander 
Harrigan said. 

"The Games have also shown 
the importance of relationships 
at a domestic level, especially in 
coordinating the AFP's response 
through the ICC to our federal 
colleagues in a range of different 
departments." 

Manager Counter Terrorism 
International Justine Saunders 
agrees. She was responsible 
for running the ICC during the 
Commonwealth Games and 
managed the AFP's liaison activities 
with its domestic partner agencies 
before and during the event. 


"The Incident Coordination Centre 
provided a conduit to other 
Australian agencies, like DFAT, with 
a strong involvement in the Games," 
she said. 

"It was also the first time the 
ICC had been used to coordinate 
a whole of AFP response to a 
major event." 

One of the key roles for 
Canberra-based staff during the 
Commonwealth Games was to 
ensure that contingency planning 
in the event of a major incident was 
put into practice and carried 
out effectively. 

This involved a significant 
amount of pre-planning with the 
involvement of most business areas 
across the AFP, including Aviation, 
Forensics, Counter Terrorism, 


Intelligence, the International 
Network, the AFP Operations 
Coordination Centre and Protection. 

Members from all these 
functions and others such as 
Communications and Media 
manned the ICC for the duration 
of the Games. 

"One of the most satisfying results 
was to see how well the ICC 
functioned during the Games," 
Commander Saunders said. 

"Having all the relevant portfolio 
areas represented in a single 
facility ensured that coordination 
and communication ran smoothly 
and efficiently across the entire 
organisation. While we were 
fortunate that a major incident did 
not happen, I am confident that had

we needed to, the ICC would have 
operated effectively in providing 
an appropriate and proportionate 
response to any situation 
which arose." 

The centre also linked into the work 
being done by other agencies 
during the Games. In addition, 
members of the AFP were out- 
posted to other departments, 
further strengthening the 
organisation's communications 
capability had an incident occurred. 

"The Games has provided us with 
an opportunity to build and cement 
our domestic relationships with 
partner agencies on a number of 
levels," Commander Saunders said. 

"In addition to intelligence and 
information sharing, we were 


able to liaise with our Federal and 
State partners to provide real¬ 
time updates about what was 
happening, as well as provide 
feedback to our members in Delhi 
about issues in Australia that may 
affect their operations." 

Commander Saunders said that 
since the Games ended the AFP 
has been examining the lessons 
learnt both in Australia and Delhi, 
looking at ways to improve and 
enhance how the organisation 
responds to major events 
and incidents. 

"The Commonwealth Games has 
really emphasised the importance 
of having good relationships both 
with our domestic partners and our 
international colleagues," she said. 


"Working in collaboration means 
we are able to more effectively and 
efficiently respond to incidents 
as they arise, which means that if 
something critical does happen the 
Australian response will be swift, 
appropriate and effective."

It's been a successful year for the Australian Federal Police across a spectrum 
of operational and business activities. Members have been recognised for their 
contribution to law enforcement both in Australia and abroad, while the AFP's 
leadership in raising awareness of significant policing issues helped to secure a 
prestigious international award at Cannes.

international policing operations. 

National Manager Serious and 
Organised Crime Kevin Zuccato 
received his APM for distinguished 
service and his contribution to 
federal investigations, including 
the fight against technology- 
enabled crime. 

The presentations followed official 
recognition in this year's Queen's 
Birthday Honours List. 

Also honoured by the Governor- 
General was Protective Service 
Officer Robert Brown. He was 
presented with a Bravery Medal for 
his role in the attempted rescue of a 


1 5-month-old child, who drowned 
in 2008 after falling into waters off 
the NSW coastal town of Tathra. 

Commissioner Tony Negus said the 
awards acknowledge the personal 
efforts of members in carrying 
out their professional duties while 
upholding the AFP's values across 
all aspects of their life. 

"The Australian Police Medal 
is awarded to police members 
for distinguished service and 
gives recognition to members of 
Australian police forces for their 
commendable service to the 
community," he said.

the implementation of the Federal Government's 'All-In' policing model at 
Australia's major airports is now underway. As part of the change, AFP 
Protective Service Officers must now consider whether or not to become sworn 
members of the AFP by completing the newly implemented Federal Police 
Transition Program in Canberra. 


Based on recommendations from 
the Beale Review, the new All-In 
airport policing model requires 
the Commonwealth and AFP to 
take responsibility for policing 
Australia's major airports with 
staffing provided by sworn AFP 
officers. Under the previous Unified 
Policing Model, airport policing 
was provided by Protective Service 
Officers (PSOs) and sworn police 
seconded from other jurisdictions. 

The first of these members are now 
completing the inaugural training 
program under AFP Project Macer, 
which will enable them to take up 


sworn roles at any one of Australia's 
1 1 major airports. Initial indications 
show that PSOs consider the 
Federal Police Transition Program a 
crucial opportunity to advance their 
AFP career. 

The new airport policing model was 
announced in December 2009, 
as one of the recommendations 
from the Federal Audit of Police 
Capabilities, known as the Beale 
Review. Moving to the new model 
has involved a considerable amount 
of planning, but the implementation 
phase is now well underway. A key 
element of the transition has been 


the development of the Federal 
Police Transition Program (FPTP) 
by the AFP's Aviation and Learning 
and Development portfolios. 

The program has been specifically 
developed for PSOs who transition 
from their current role into a sworn 
policing role. The first course was 
opened by Commissioner Tony 
Negus in October, with two female 
and 23 male PSOs taking part. The 
second course began in November, 
the culmination of a carefully 
planned transition plan involving 
considerable consultation.

"This is a significant milestone in 
the implementation of the 'All-In' 
model of aviation policing and 
security in Australia as part of the 
Beale Review recommendations," 
Commissioner Negus said when he 
opened the course. 

AFP members working at airports 
will meet the AFP's established 
standards for recruiting and training 
sworn members. Participants 
are now in the midst of the 1 6 
week course after successfully 
completing the recruitment 
'gateways' process. The gateways 
include physical, cognitive and 
medical assessments. After 
successfully completing the 1 6 
week program, the newly sworn 
officers will be deployed to airports 
to take up a policing role. 

It's a win-win situation for PSOs 
such as Mark Ashworth, who 
started working as a Protective 
Service Officer at the Cairns Airport 
in Queensland 1 7 years ago. 

He moved on to become a team 
leader at Brisbane Airport and in 
2002 became a defensive tactics 
instructor on PSO courses based 
at the AFP's College in Canberra. 

He said his passion for being 
involved with the community 
and an ongoing interest in career 
development provided the impetus 
to transition to a sworn 
policing role. 


PSO Ashcroft said having sworn 
members as mentors also gave him 
a good understanding of what it 
is like to work on investigations at 
airports as a sworn police officer. 

"I had really good mentors at 
Brisbane Airport, including those at 
Superintendent rank, who showed 
me the number of opportunities 
and challenges I would enjoy as a 
sworn officer," he said. 

"It is going to be great to be 
working with a full police crew and 
I want to get out and about and 
interact with the community."

Another participant on the 
transition course, Monique Faccin, 
graduated as a PSO mid-last year. 
Since then she has been working 
at the Alice Springs airport. She 
said that making the decision to 
transition so early in her career was 
an easy one, which she hopes will 
eventually help to take her back to 
her home in Brisbane. 

"I had always wanted to do policing 
but also work in aviation. So as 
soon as I heard about Project 
Macer and how it could help me 
pursue my interest in aviation 


policing, I applied straight away," 
PSO Faccin said. 

"I feel really lucky to have made the 
transition over and I cannot wait to 
get back to the airport." 

During the courses, PSOs provide 
feedback to senior members of 
the AFP about their experiences. 

A leadership group has also been 
established to discuss any issues 
which arise that may affect future 
participants. Course mentor 
Superintendent Peter Timson, 
Deputy Commissioner National

Security Peter Drennan and 
Commissioner Negus are also 
assisting recruits in this endeavour. 

"We will support you throughout 
this program and help you through 
your time at the College. It's a 
course I think you will enjoy," 
Commissioner Negus said. 

For participants such as PSO 
Faccin, such support and 
understanding from senior 
members of the executive 
is invaluable. 

"The support we have received so 
far is fantastic, we are really being 


treated like experienced members 
and they are interested in our 
feedback," she said. 

"There is a lot of interest in this 
program and so many experienced 
PSOs are on this course to help 
contribute to shaping how the next 
course is run." 

Both PSO Faccin and PSO 
Ashworth are due to complete their 
course in February. The second 
transitioning class will graduate 
in March.

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Eclectic and progressive year for 
ACT Policing 


It's been both an eclectic and progressive year for ACT Policing. A new Chief 
Police Officer, a major recruitment campaign and a new and high-tech Traffic 
Operations system has made for a very busy 2010. And, somewhere along the 
way, Twitter found its way into the force. 


It was busy a year for ACT Policing. 
The new ACT Chief Police Officer 
twittered. Jet skis and Harleys 
were taken for a spin and a major 
recruitment drive got underway. 

In March, Assistant Commissioner 
Roman Quaedvlieg was appointed 
as Chief Police Officer for the ACT. 

Making the announcement at a 
media conference. Commissioner 
Tony Negus said he was 
confident Assistant Commissioner 
Quaedvlieg would continue to 


make a valuable contribution to the 
strategic direction of the AFP, as he 
had done for the past five years. 

"I speak on behalf of the 
organisation when I congratulate 
Assistant Commissioner 
Quaedvlieg on his appointment," 
Commissioner Negus said. 

Before moving to the AFP in 
2005, Assistant Commissioner 
Quaedvlieg spent 1 5 years in 
the Queensland Police Service 
investigating serious and organised 


crime. Since August 2007 he has 
served in a myriad of roles in the 
AFP, including Manager Border 
Operations, National Manager 
Aviation, Chief of Staff and Acting 
Deputy Commissioner Operations. 

Throughout 2010, his workload did 
not ease. In the nine months since 
stepping into the top job at ACT 
Policing, Assistant Commissioner 
Quaedvlieg has steered the 
organisation through significant 
government negotiations, 
successful criminal investigations, 
(including the arrest of six people 
associated with two separate 
homicides) construction works, the 
counter terrorism exercise Mercury 
10, crucial asset acquisition and 
media campaigns. 

He also became Australia's first 
Chief Police Officer to start an 
account on the social networking 
site, Twitter. Aimed at giving the 
ACT community an insight into 
his role and the function, 
twitter.com/CP0ACT quickly 
proved popular.

But the online world for ACT 
Policing was realised much 
earlier this year when its first 
community policing website, 
police.act.gov.au, launched in 
April. Key features include access 
to monthly crime statistics, which 
are presented through interactive 
maps and RSS feeds. This allows 
the ACT community to access news 
items as soon as they are published 
online, or via smart phones. 

Undoubtedly, the key event on 
the ACT Policing calendar was its 
involvement in the largest multi- 
jurisdictional counter-terrorism 
exercise to date. Mercury 10. 

More than 300 ACT Policing 
members participated, with the 
ACT experiencing a number of 
complex incidents as part of the 
exercise. This took place in 
addition to the force's regular 
policing responsibilities. 


Over the course of a 48-hour 
period, ACT Policing members 
responded to several exercise 
scenarios, including one where 
a suspicious package was in the 
vicinity of an electrical substation, 
and a complex hostage negotiation 
at the building designated as New 
Zealand's High Commission. 

As a result, the Police Operations 
Centre, ACT's Territory Crisis 
Centre and the Public Information 
Coordination Centre were stood 
up and Assistant Commissioner 
Quaedvlieg as Chief Police Officer 
for the ACT took control of 
the Territory. 

And of course, there was the 
launch of ACT Policing's two-month 
long recruitment campaign in 
October, You'd make a great cop. 
Nine ACT Policing officers featured 
in a series of television, radio.

print and online advertisements to 
attract new recruits. 

The campaign challenged potential 
recruits with the questions: "Can 
you pay attention to the smallest 
details, and use them to see the 
big picture?"; "Can you deal with 
a bomb threat, without creating a 
bomb scare?"; and "Can you pass 
a physical fitness test once a year 
and a mental fitness test every day 
of the year?" 

ACT Policing was clear in its 
intentions. It was looking for 100 
of the ACT's best to be part of its 
team, to fill four recruit courses 
scheduled for 2011. The recruits 
needed to be intelligent, resilient 
and tenacious, have good people 
skills, empathy, sound judgment 
and above all, possess integrity. 

When the campaign kicked-off, 
page views on the ACT Policing 
website and YouTube channel 
increased markedly. 

Assistant Commissioner 
Quaedvlieg said he was 
overwhelmed with the positive

response in the initial stages of 
the campaign. 

"Just under 2000 people, mainly 
from the ACT and wider region, 
registered their interest," he said. 

This success was attributed in part 
to the role played by ACT Policing 
officers involved in the campaign. 

"It wasn't hard finding nine 
professional, articulate and 
passionate police officers in 
ACT Policing, people that we 
believe genuinely make great 
cops," Assistant Commissioner 
Quaedvlieg said. 

"The campaign was underpinned 
by the very things that our 
research told us attracted people 
to a policing career: a sense of 
community, challenge, and a role 
of diversity." 

By the end of the campaign, 1 355 
applications had come in. A quarter 
of those were women and 20% 
of applicants indicated they were 
from culturally and linguistically 
diverse backgrounds. 

By the time some of the recruits 
graduate next year, construction 
may be complete on the new 
Winchester Police Centre at 
Belconnen, which is scheduled to 
open in September 2011. 

Work has already begun on the 
project, which CPO Quaedvlieg 
and ACT Minister for Police and 
Emergency Services Simon Corbell 


officially marked by turning the first 
sod in May earlier this year. 

The new 2500 square metre 
station will house more than 100 
ACT Policing members and will be 
located near the Winchester Police 
Centre, to provide a 'police precinct' 
in Canberra's north. 

In October, the delivery of policing 
services to the ACT was secured 
until 201 1 with the signing of 
the Annual Purchase Agreement 
between the AFP and the 
ACT Government. 

This time though, there was 
a significant change in the 


agreement, with the recognition 
that to continue to deliver effective 
policing services to Canberra, 
performance indicators needed 
to take into account changes in 
policing methodology, practices 
and public expectations.

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The new agreement redefines 
response categories to allow ACT 
Policing to triage more serious 
incidents and provide a more 
flexible response to lower level 
incidents such as property damage 
and burglary, where there is no 
immediate danger to safety 
or property. 

The Agreement also 
formalised earlier ACT Budget 
announcements, including the 
provision of 10 extra police officers 
for leadership roles to implement 
the most significant reforms to ACT 
liquor legislation in 30 years. 

The Alcohol Crime Targeting 
Team within ACT Policing's Crime 
Prevention portfolio commenced 
the day the new legislation came 
into force on 1 December, with the 
aim to not only enforce the new 
legislation, but to reduce alcohol- 
related violence and to help curb 
binge drinking culture. 

In addition, $4.1 million over four 
years was allocated to a dedicated 
Recognition and Analysis of Plates 
IDentified (RAPID) capability, 
including six additional staff and 
vehicles to help detect unregistered 
and unlicensed vehicles. 


In the five-month lead up to 
December, RAPID issued 2119 
Traffic Infringement Notices, 
including 738 for unregistered 
drivers, 303 for uninsured drivers 
and 21 3 for unlicensed drivers. 
RAPID also proved useful in 
property crime investigations 
and helped curb petrol drive-offs 
using stolen number plates. It also 
assisted in the execution of nine 
warrants for various offences. 

But the purple RAPID vehicles 
were not the only new policing 
equipment seen around Canberra 
in 2010. In October, ACT Policing 
revealed three new jet skis to 
complement its Water 
Operations fleet. 

Also in October, it began a one 
year trial of four Harley-Davidson 
motorbikes to complement other 
vehicles in the Traffic Operations 
fleet. If the trial proves successful, 
the specially modified motorcycles 
could be used in a variety of 
Traffic Operations roles including 
patrol work, VIP, ceremonial and 
motorcade duties. 

The year ended on a significant 
note for forensic staff, with ACT 
Policing's Firearms Registry and 


Exhibit Management Centre 
moving to a purpose built, 
temperature controlled facility in 
Canberra's north. 

Around 600,000 items, including 
lost, found, stolen, recovered 
and evidentiary material such as 
vehicles and firearms, have been 
moved to the impressive new 
location. The new premise allows 
ACT Criminal Investigations to 
inspect items of evidence, allowing 
for the best possible continuity and 
preservation of evidence.

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Building Intelligence capability 
through training 


Hie intelligence capabilities of the AFP are set to be boosted as graduates from 
its new, six-phase law enforcement intelligence training program filter back into 
the organisation. In addition to forging new career streams within the AFP's 
Intelligence portfolio, the programs will benefit partner agencies including the 
Australian Crime Commission and Customs and Border Protection Service. 


After conducting a training 
needs analysis in 2008, the 
AFP's Law Enforcement 
Intelligence Training (LEIT) team 
introduced a suite of programs 
to enhance the organisation's 
intelligence capabilities. 

The Intelligence Training Continuum 
has been created to ensure that 
AFP requirements for ongoing 
intelligence development are met. 

The Continuum ensures that those 
seeking a career in intelligence will 
be able to undertake appropriate 
training to progress their career. 
Each phase of the program will 
ensure that staff are competent to 
undertake the intelligence work 
required by the AFP. 

In addition to training staff, the 
Continuum provides a solid 
foundation for the AFP Intelligence 
function to develop staff from the 
ground up. 

There are currently six phases 
of the Continuum with the first. 
Phase I, being an induction into 
the AFP and the local Intelligence 
office. Phase II is an introduction 
to law enforcement Intelligence 
which is accessible to all AFP 
members. Phases III, IV and V 


are designed specifically for 
Intelligence practitioners and 
Phase VI is Intelligence for 
managers. As an intelligence-led, 
risk-based organisation, members 
are encouraged to have a basic 
understanding of what Intelligence 
is and what it can do. 

The third and fourth phases 
are specifically designed for 
Intelligence staff, including 
Intelligence Support Officers and 
Intelligence Officers. These two 
phases are also open to Intelligence 
officers from the Australian 
Customs and Border Protection 
Service and Australian Crime 
Commission (ACC). 


In addition to completing a face- 
to-face course, participants also 
undertake post-course placements 
to ensure that they have an 
understanding of Intelligence 
concepts, methodologies and their 
practical application to 
AFP activities. 

The training for phases three and 
four also involves presentations, 
class work, practical exercises 
and assessment. Presenters from 
AFP Intelligence and partner 
agencies such as AUSTRAC and 
Europol provide insight into how 
collaboration can assist 
in the development of 
intelligence products.

Participants learn methods of 
evaluating information and 
ways to develop well-reasoned 
arguments and predictions. This 
is crucial, as the intelligence they 
provide is used to inform decision 
makers. 

Intelligence officers and Criminal 
Intelligence Analysts are 
encouraged to become mentors 
and tutors on other LEIT 
courses to enhance the AFP's 
overall capabilities. 

Currently, phases three and four 
are offered through the AFP's 
Learning and Development 
portfolio three times a year. A 
Criminal Intelligence Analyst 
course has also been developed. 

In addition to the Continuum, 
Intelligence practitioners can 
apply for the National Strategic 
Intelligence Course (NSIC), a 
partnership between Charles 
Sturt University, the ACC and 
the AFP to assist in meeting the 
professional development needs 
of Australian law enforcement in 
the strategic environment. 

The NSIC aims to provide 
participants with a practical 
knowledge of strategic 
intelligence, research methods, 
analysis and the application of 
estimative intelligence tools. 


Law Enforcement Intelligence Training: 
mentors and students

Alastair Smith 

Alastair Smith heads up the LEIT training team based at the AFP College 
in Canberra. An AFP member for more than 10 years, Mr Smith began 
his intelligence career as an Intelligence watch officer with the Royal 
Australian Navy. 

His experience in Intelligence has helped him lead intelligence operations, 
including those involving child sexual exploitation. After joining the AFP, 
he was seconded to the Australian Bureau of Criminal Intelligence to work 
on several projects targeting child sex offenders and online child sexual 
abuse. 

"While this was a difficult project, knowing that I helped to disrupt 
and prevent activities which involved the abuse of children was very 
rewarding," Mr Smith said. 

"The job at the AFP also saw me seconded to manage intelligence liaison 
for the Customs and Border Protection Service as the national coordinator 
of matters related to the depiction of child sexual abuse." 

Now back at the AFP, Mr Smith manages intelligence training for all 
AFP staff. 






Law Enforcement Intelligence Training team member 
Peter Abrahamffy 

Starting his career with the AFP in 2004, Mr Abrahamffy became part of 
the Law Enforcement Intelligence training team this year. 

"The Intelligence field is one I'm very interested in, because I find the work 
stimulating and engaging," he said. 

But educating the AFP's future Intelligence workforce has captured 
his attention. 

"It is interesting to work on the training side of the house. Hopefully over 
time it will help me to further my career in AFP Intelligence." 



Customs and Border Protection Service Intelligence Analyst 
Barton Roberts 

The intelligence capabilities of the Customs and Border Protection Service 
recently received a boost when Barton Roberts completed the LEIP Phase 
IV course. 

He acknowledged that the course was challenging, but the Customs 
Intelligence Analyst said that the knowledge gained has added a valuable 
new dimension to his work. 

"The AFP's Law Enforcement Intelligence Program is hard work, but has 
been a good experience and has helped me to put more structure around 
the intelligence processes I use," Mr Roberts said. 

"The way the AFP has developed the process means it can be effectively 
applied in any situation or to any subject. Since the course I've been able 
to provide more focused material in a shorter time than would previously 
have been possible." 



New year, next phase: Criminal Intelligence Analysts 

Applications were recently invited for the inaugural Law Enforcement 
Intelligence Program Phase V to be held at the AFP College in Canberra 
between 1 7 January and 4 February 2011. 

Primarily aimed to develop the skills of Criminal Intelligence Analysts, 

LEIP Phase V has been designed to enhance skills already acquired by 
Intelligence practitioners so they can perform their duties at a higher level. 

Among other topics, the program will cover lateral and critical thinking, 
intelligence doctrine, client negotiation and persuasion skills, mentoring 
and public speaking and briefing. 

Following a residential component participants will undertake a four 
month practicum in their workplace.

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Policing rewards beyond the 
front line 


The diversity of roles in the AFP means members can find themselves working 
in an amazing variety of places, there really are no boundaries when it comes to 
the geography of the AFP. 


Since it began in 1 979, the AFP 
has had members deployed to a 
variety of diverse and challenging 
locations. From the desolation of 
remote outback Australia to the 
teeming streets of Washington 
and London and everywhere in 
between, the AFP has worked to 
uphold human rights, the rule of 
law and values including integrity, 
fairness and trust. 

There are nearly 100 AFP 
officers stationed in more than 
30 countries as part of the 
AFP's International Network. The 
International Deployment Group, 
which supports the Australian 
Government's international stability 
and security operations, has 
members deployed to 1 3 countries. 
The AFP also has members 
seconded to international bodies 
such as the United Nations and 


Interpol, and Protective Services 
Officers stationed at a variety of 
remote locations across Australia. 

The depth and reach of activities 
can be surprising, and a new 
exhibition on display at the Edmund 
Barton Building headquarters in 
Canberra is providing a real insight 
into some of the most remote and 
challenging postings ever offered 
by the AFP. 

International and remote postings 
are an important aspect of the 
organisation and National Manager 
Operations Support Mandy Newton 
said they should be recognised. 

"It's very easy to get caught up in 
managing our everyday business," 
she said. 

"This exhibition helps us to 
recognise that even our day-to¬ 


day tasks play an important role in 
ensuring the AFP is able to perform 
its duties and uphold Australia's 
national interests at home 
and abroad." 

The exhibition explores elements 
of the AFP's history through the 
places it has worked, and includes 
photographs and memorabilia from 
a range of missions. 

"It's easy to see that a sense of 
humour is an essential element of 
working in remote or challenging 
places," Assistant Commissioner 
Newton said. 
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"From hosting barbeques at 
Radiation City's Mara-Hilton beer 
garden in 50 degree heat to 
realising the deadly seriousness 
of a sign which advises that 
armed conflict is a health risk, our 
members have taken all sorts of 
situations in their stride." 


the iceberg. Bringing stability and 
the rule of law to a conflict-affected 
area can make an enormous 
difference in the lives of the 
community. It gives them a chance 
to rebuild the foundations of what 
we take for granted: homes, families 
and regular employment." 


Some members have been able to 
get their own communities involved 
in sharing their experiences. One 
recent example saw AFP members 
stationed in the Solomon Islands 
deliver equipment such as books 
and desks to a primary school in 


The beauty of the world's wildest 
places is also on display, from 
the fast-flowing tropical rivers of 
the Solomon Islands to the awe¬ 
inspiring might of the Sudanese 
Haboob. Throughout the exhibition 
there is also a sense of how 
important the AFP's work is to local 
communities in countries that have 
been ravaged by war, conflict or 
natural disaster. 

"Many people think of policing in 
terms of fighting tangible crimes 
such as drug smuggling or people 
trafficking," Assistant Commissioner 
Newton said. 

"But it has become increasingly 
obvious that this is only the tip of 


In addition to creating the initial 
conditions where law and order can 
flourish, the AFP is also committed 
to working with local law 
enforcement agencies to ensure 
they have the skills and capacity to 
maintain stability and an effective 
civilian policing presence into 
the future. 

This can take many years, and AFP 
members must commit to spending 
significant periods of time away 
from their families and friends. 
While this is often difficult, the 
exhibition highlights some of the 
positive aspects of living in areas 
where it is difficult to communicate 
with those back home.

Honiara which had been destroyed 
during the 2006 riots. The materials 
had been donated by a Brisbane 
primary school, and the relationship 
between the two schools is 
now growing. 

"We sometimes forget that the 
programs we are involved in 
provide benefits to the broader 
Australian community as well as 
the communities in the countries 
where we are deployed," Assistant 
Commissioner Newton said. 

"It's not just about us providing aid 
or assistance, it's about forging 
relationships that will have an 
impact on those involved for many 
years. The pen-pals of primary 


school may evolve into business 
partnerships or provide the 
inspiration for a career in policing 
or international aid." 

Through the use of photographs 
and objects collected by members 
stationed at AFP posts in remote 
and challenging locations, the 
exhibition is designed to encourage 
all members to think about the 
AFP's role in a broader context 
and to understand how they 
are contributing to its strategic 
objectives, core values and 
overall mission. 
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
